I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  1965.  There  were  no  serious 
outbreaks  of  disease  in  the  district,  and  the  general  health  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  remained  at  a  satisfactory  level. 

Doctor  Chalmers  Parry  retired  in  April  after  being  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  to  the  Council  for  seventeen  years.  Owing  to  ill  health  I  was  not 
able  to  take  up  my  appointment  immediately,  and  Doctor  M.  Crowley,  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Fareham,  very  kindly  made  himself  available  for  consult¬ 
ation  as  my  "stand  in"  for  the  ten  week  period  until  I  commenced  duties  on 
the  1st  July,  1965.  I  am  most  grateful  to  Doctor  Crowley  for  the  assistance 
given  during  my  enforced  absence.  Messrs.  Marsh  and  Fisher  (additional 
Public  Health  Inspectors)  resigned  on  obtaining  other  posts  and  were  succeeded 
by  Mr.  J.L.  Cort  (from  April  20th)  and  Mr.  L.VT,  Eckersley  (from  May  1st). 

The  two  clerks  also  left  during  this  period  and  were  replaced  by  Miss  Swain 
and  Miss  Ay ling. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  who  has 
shown  a  keen  personal  interest  in  the  problems  we  deal  with,  and  to  the 
members  for  the  support  they  have  given  me.  My  thanks  also  go  to  my 
colleagues  in  the  department,  most  of  whom  were  nearly  as  "green"  as  I  was, 
and  in  particular  to  Mr.  Swan  who  has  carried  a  heavy  burden  during  1965* 

Their  loyal  support  has  been  much  appreciated,  as  has  that  so  willingly 
afforded. by  my  other  colleagues  on  the  Council's  staff,  by  local  doctors, 
nurses  and  the  many  other  individuals  and  organisations  who  do  so  much  to  help 
in  my  work.

The  district  forms  part  of  the  eastern  boundary  of  Hampshire,  its 
eastern  boundary  being  Surrey  in  the  north  and  West  Sussex  in  the  south. 

The  South  Downs  traverse  the  district  from  east  to  west,  dividing  it  into 
northern  and  southern  halves.  There  are  no  large  rivers,  the  extreme  north 
of  the  district  draining  into  the  Wey  basin  to  the  Thames,  the  eastern  part 
via  the  Rother  to  the  Channel  and  part  of  the  western  area  via  the  Meon  to 
Southampton  Water.  The  main  London  to  Portsmouth  road  and  railway  traverse 
the  district  from  north  to  south,  the  Midhurst/Winchester  road  from  east  to 
west.  These  roads  cross  at  Petersfield,  the  small  country  town  lying  just 
north  of  the  gap  in  the  downs  through  which  the  London/Portsmouth  road  and 
railway  pass.  This  town  and  an  adjacent  area  forms  the  separate  urban 
district  of  Petersfield. 

Much  of  the  district  is  noted  for  its  beauty  and  is  scheduled  as  such. 
Different  forms  of  agriculture  are  practised  throughout  the  district,  but,  in 
general,  in  the  south,  the  farms  are  smaller  in  area  and  there  is  more 
horticulture,  on  the  downland  there  is  more  arable  and  stock  farming  with 
dairy  farming  in  the  valleys.  There  is  some  fruit  farming  and  timber 
growing. 

There  are  few  light  and  no  heavy  industries  in  the  district,  but  with  the 
proximity  of  Portsmouth  in  the  south  and  London  and  the  "outer  London  belt"  in 
the  north,  many  residents  find  their  employment  outside  the  district.  There 
is  considerable  pressure  for  housing  development  .all  through  the  district,  but 
this  is  strictly  controlled.  Main  development  in  the  south  has  been  in 
Homdean  and  Catherington  which  are  close  to  the  rapidly  expanding  urban 
district  of  Havant  and  Waterloo,  and  in  the  north  it  has  been  around  Liss  and 
Liphook  for  "commuters"  who  work  in  London. 

The  future  of  this  part  of  Hampshire  -  and  perhaps  of  Hampshire  as  a 
county  -  is  bound  up  on  the  measures  to  be  taken  to  accommodate  the  expected 
increase  in  population  in  south-east  England  in  the  next  twenty  years. 

The  original  South  East  Study  proposed  a  new  town  for  quarter  of  a 
million  people  between  Portsmouth  and  Southampton;  this  was  "shelved"  in 
1965,  but  further  and  more  detailed  studies  are  being  carried  out  by 
Professor  Colin  Buchanan's  organisation  on  the  commission  of  the  local 
authorities  affected.  This  area  was  also  included  in  the  current  review 
of  the  Local  Government  Boundaries  Commission,  but  early  in  1966  the  work  of 
this  body  was  suspended  pending  a  comprehensive  review  of  the  present  system 
of  local  government.  It  is  not  easy  to  see  what  the  possible  effects  on  the 
district  could  be,  but  if  a  new  town  is  to  be  built  between  Portsmouth  and 
Southampton,  it  would  seem  likely  that  housing  development  in  the  south  of 
the  district  will  be  reduced.

STAFF  AND  ORGANISATION 


There  was  very  much  of  a  "general  post"  within  the  department  in  the 
spring.  Doctor  S.  Chalmers  Parry  retired  in  April  after  having  served  the 
Council  as  Medical  Officer  for  seventeen  years,  during  which  time  there  was 
considerable  development  in  the  District  and  in  the  work  and  responsibilities 
undertaken  by  the  Council. 

He  was  succeeded  by  Doctor  A.G.  Farr  who  was  prevented  by  ill  health  from 
taking  up  his  duties  immediately.  Doctor  M.  Crowley.  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  Fareham,  was  available  for  advice  and  consultation  during  the  ten 
weeks  before  Doctor  Farr  resumed  duty  on  July  1st,  and  thanks  are  due  to  him 
for  this  help. 

Mr.  Marsh,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector  resigned  on  the  9th  May  to 
take  up  an  appointment  with  Frimley  and  Camberley  U.D.C.  ,  and  Mr*  Fisher 
resigned  on  the  1st  March  to  take  up  an  appointment  with  Ringwood  and 
Fordingbridge  R.D.C.  In  their  places  were  appointed  Mr.  J.L.  Cort  (on 
20th  April)  and  Mr,  L.W.  Eckersley  (on  1st  May). 

To  add  to  the  difficulties  inevitable  with  newly  appointed  officers 
strange  to  the  district,  Mr.  M.J.  King,  clerk  to  the  department  since 
January,  1961,  and  his  assistant  Miss  J.L.  Phillips,  left  in  March  and  May 
respectively.  They  were  succeeded  by  Miss  M.E.  Swain,  on  transfer  from  the 
Clerk ?s  Department  and  Miss  S.A.  Ayling,  a  new  appointment. 

It  is  a  tribute  to  the  organisation  of  the  department  that  this 
difficult  period  passed  without  any  major  errors  or  omissions. 

By  arrangement  with  Portsmouth  Health  Department  in  the  last  few  years 
pupil  health  inspectors  for  the  Royal  Navy  have  been  seconded  to  Petersfield 
Urban  and  Rural  Districts  from  time  to  time  to  gain  experience,  and  these 
pupils  have  been  able  to  give  useful  service.  During  1965  Portsmouth 
indicated  their  inability  to  give  further  help  to  the  Navy  in  this  wa y,  and, 
after  discussions  with  the  naval  authorities,  two  new  pupils  just  commencing 
training  with  the  new  course  started  in  September.  1965,  at  Highbury 
Technical  College,  Portsmouth,  were  attached,  one  to  this  department  and  one 
to  Petersfield  Urban  Health  Department.  In  fact,  the  two  work  together 
normally  and  as  they  gain  experience  should  prove  an  asset  to  the  department. 


ENVIRONMENTAL  HYGIENE 


Sewage  Disposal, 

The  Clanfield/Catherington  sewerage  scheme  commenced  and  made  good 
progress  during  the  year,  some  properties  being  able  to  connect  to  the  sewer 
in  its  lower,  gravity-fall  sections  before  the  end  of  the  year.  Sewage  is 
discharged  into  the  Havant  and  Waterloo  Urban  District  system  and  is  purified 
at  their  works „  The  need  for  sewers  in  Clanfield  is  great,  as  there  has 

been  high  density  building  development  on  a  considerable  scale  in  this  parish 
in  recent  years. 

Planning  of  extensions  to  the  Bramshott  purification  works  were  in  hand 
by  the  end  of  the  years  development  in  the  parish,  particularly  in  Liphook 
has  rendered  this  necessary.  Once  the  enlargements  are  completed  it  will  be 
possible  to  contemplate  extension  to  the  sewer  system  in  this  area. 

Owing  to  the  Council3 s  policy  of  providing  sewage  purification  works  in 
the  larger  centres  of  population, sewage  pollution  is  not  a  serious  public 
health  problem  in  the  district,  with  the  possible  exception  of  Clanfield, 
where,  however,  it  will  shortly  cease. to  exist. 

Fouling  of  trunk  roads  by  people  travelling  to  and  from  the  seaside  is  an 
increasing  problem  within  the  district  as  it  is  in  many  other  rural  areas. 
There  were  discussions  with  Petersfield  Urban  District  Council  about  the 
construction  of  toilets  on  the  A. 3  south  of  the  Town. 

Housing. 

The  economic  situation  resulted  in  restrictions  being  put  on  local 
authority  building  programmes  which  were  arbitrarily  limited  to  a  proportion 
of  the  previous  year's  programme.  This  was  unfortunate  as  the  Council  had 
carried  out  only  a  very  small  programme  in  the  last  two  years,  and  was  thus 
prevented  from  embarking  on  the  larger  programme  they  had  hoped  to  institute 
in  1965  and  subsequent  years.  The  recent  low  building  rate  plus  the  high 
rates  of  interest  prevailing  for  mortgages  combined  to  make  the  housing 
position  in  the  district  worse. 

Planning  for  the  development  of  a  council  owned  and  operated  caravan 
site  in  the  south  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  but  it  became  apparent 
that  the  economics  of  the  site  under  consideration  would  be  doubtful  and 
the  matter  ms  still  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year.  3o  too  was 
the  question  of  the  site  at  Catherington  intended  as  Showmen's  Winter 
Quarters.  Here  the  difficulty  has  been  in  getting  a  planning  approval  that 
was  practicable,  with  the  result  that  the  site  was  occupied  under  somewhat 
squalid  conditions  and  no  action  could  be  taken  to  obtain  improvement. 

After  this  rather  gloomy  account  it  is  a  pleasure  to  record  that  after 
joint  talks  between  officers  of  the  County  Welfare  and  Planning  Departments 
and  this  Council, a  comprehensive  survey  was  undertaken  of  the  dwellings  in 
Bircholt  Road  (Griggs  Green),  off  Longmoor  Road,  Liphook.  This  traditional 
gipsy  camping  area  has  a  number  of  unsuitable  dwellings  and  has  been 
deteriorating  in  recent  years.

Housing/ continued 


It  was  apparent  that  joint  action  between  county  and  district  councils 
was  needed  to  formulate  a  policy  to  put  matters  right  and  early  in  1966  this 
policy  was  agreed  and  accepted  by  the  Council.  Implementation  cannot  be 
rapid,  but  it  is  hoped  the  first  phase  may  be  completed  within  three  years.

Refuse  Disposal. 

Household  refuse  is  collected  and  disposed  of  by  tipping  in  an  old  chalk 
quarry  site  at  Buriton.  The  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  such  an  excellent 
site  for  disposal.  The  frequency  of  collection  varies  in  different  parts  of 
the  District  and  in  some  more  remote  parts  it  is  not  possible  to  provide  this 
service.  A  quarterly  lorry  collection  of  bulkier  items  of  rubbish  is 
provided  and  householders  with  a  particular  disposal  problem  are  invited  to 
consult  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor's  Department  to  see  if  they  can  help. 

Water  Supplies. 

By  far  the  greater  number  of  dwellings  are  supplied  with  piped  water; 
in  the  north  this  is  supplied  by  the  Wey  Valley  Water  Company  and  in  the 
south  by  Portsmouth  Water  Company.  Regular  reports  are  received  of 
analyses  from  both  undertakings;  Portsmouth  has  now  set  up  its  own  laboratory 
for  bacteriological  and  chemical  control,  and  we  receive  copies  of  the 
monthly  reports  of  the  chemist  in  charge. 

Three  private  residential  schools  in  the  district  have  their  own  supplies 
from  boreholes,  one  has  always  been  satisfactory;  one  proved  unsatisfactory 
during  the  year  because  of  failure  to  maintain  the  chlorinating  plant 
properly.  It  is  hoped  this  has  now  been  overcome  by  an  agreement  for  regular 
servicing  of  the  plant  by  the  makers.  At  the  third  school  unsatisfactory 
samples  appear  to  be  related  to  periods  of  heavy  rainfall;  it  has  been  agreed 
to  either  instal  company's  water  or  a  chlorinating  plant  here,  and  it  is  hoped 
this  may  be  done  in  1 966 • 

Food  Hygiene. 

Full  details  will  be  found  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector's  report; 
there  were  no  outbreaks  of  illness  attributable  to  food  poisoning  or  faulty 
food  hygiene  notified  in  1965.  Unhappily  this  does  not  mean  there  were  no 
attacks  of  this  sort.  Rather  it  means  that  such  occurrences  are  so  common 
that  medical  advice  is  seldom  sought.  It  is  safe  to  say,  however,  that  no 
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Food  Hygiene/continued 

severe  or  widespread  outbreak  occurred,  and  this  is  an  indication  of  the 
care  generally  practised  by  institutions  and  organisations  responsible  for 
the  preparation  and  serving  of  food  products  to  the  public. 

The  closure  of  the  processing  dairy  in  Petersfield  at  the  end  of  the 
year  means  that  all  milk  sold  in  the  district  (other  than  raw  milk)  will 
be  pasteurised  and  probably  bottled  outside  the  district.  This  does  not 
mean  the  milk  will  necessarily  be  any  the  worse  for  this,  but  where  defects 
do  occur  it  will  be  difficult  to  take  legal  action  against  the  probable 
culprit . 

Public  Health  Laboratories. 

Public  Health  Laboratories  are  established  at  Portsmouth  (Director 
Dr.  D.  J.H.  Bayne)  and  Winchester  (Dr.  M.H.  Hughes)  but  geographically  it 
is  more  convenient  to  use  Portsmouth.  We  are  grateful  for  the  willing 
service  and  advice  which  has  been  received  from  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  service  in  this  as  in  other  years. 


PERSONAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


Hospitals . 

There  are  no  major  general  hospitals  within  the  district;  the 
southern  half  is  catered  for  by  the  Portsmouth  hospitals  and  the  northern 
by  Haslemere  and  Guildford.  There  is  a  small  "cottage”  hospital  in 
Petersfield  and  a  small  geriatric  hospital  ( Heaths ide)  also.  The  King 
George  geriatric  hospital  at  Liphook  has  been  extensively  modernised  by 
the  -Portsmouth  Group  Management  Committee  after  being  ceded  to  the  Wessex 
Regional  Hospital  Board  by  the  South  West  Metropolitan  Royal  Hospital 
Board.  Small  maternity  hospitals  are  maintained  at  Liss  and  Emsworth,  and 
there  is  a  convalescent  home  (Wenham  Holt)  adjacent  to  the  main  London  Road 
in  Liss  Parish. 

Family  Doctor  Services. 

At  the  present  time  the  number  of  practitioners  available  is  adequate 
to  provide  a  good  service,  but  it  must  be  realised  that  over  the  next  ten 
years  there  will  arise  a  serious  shortfall  in  the  number  of  G. P's  in  the 
country  as  a  whole.  Whilst  this  may  not  be  felt  as  severely  in  the  south 
of  England  as  in  the  north,  it  is  probable  that  extensive  measures  will 
need  to  be  taken  to  relieve  the  G.P.  of  much  of  the  non-medical  work  he  now 
does.  A  fair  start  has  been  made  in  the  system  whereby  nurses  and  health 
visitors  are  attached  to  certain  practices,  and,  though  this  has  certain 
difficulties,  on  the  whole  it  works  well  and  results  in  the  saving  of  time 
for  doctor  and  patient.  It  is  probable  there  will  be  further  extensions 
of  this  and  other  practices  designed  to  free  the  doctors  for  purely  medical 
work. 
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Maternity  and  Child  Health 


Ante-natal  clinics  are  organised  by  the  individual  practices  in  the 
district,  and  relaxation  classes  are  held  at  two  centres.  Child  Welfare 
clinics  are  held  in  seven  places  in  the  district  -  full  details  will  be  found 
in  the  directory. 

The  end  of  December,  1965,  saw  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Phyllis  Watson,  for 
18  years  an  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer,  working  mainly  in  Petersfield 
district.  Dr.  Watson  was  well  known  at  clinics  and  schools  throughout  the 
area  and  her  advice  has  helped  thousands  during  her  service  here.

Health  Visitor  services  are  so  arranged  that  the  areas  served  do  not  coin¬ 
cide  with  district  boundaries  and  it  is  not  possible  for  this  reason  to  give 

statistics  of  the  work  done. 

Mass  X-Ray. 

The  centre  at  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Portsmouth  (telephone  22331)  serves 
the  area  and  persons  seeking  a  chest  x-ray  can  arrange  for  this  to  be  done 
there.  In  addition  a  mobile  unit  tours  the  area,  visiting  the  larger  centres 
of  population  biennially.  In  1965  this  unit  visited  Liphcok,  Liss  and 
Petersfield.  The  chest  clinic  most  convenient  for  the  southern  part  of  the 
district  is  at  Havant.  The  headquarters  of  the  chest  service  is  at  Queen 
Alexandra’s  Hospital,  Cosham. 

Mental  Health. 

The  last  ten  years  have  seen  great  advances  in  the  treatment  of  mental 
illness.  In  mental  deficiency  it  has  been  realised  that  much  can  be  taught 
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Mental  Health/continued. 

these  people,  but  that  the  teaching  must  be  much  more  persistent. 

Much  of  the  district  is  served  by  the  Alton  Training  Centre,  and  a  visit 
here  is  a  heartening  experience.  Through  such  centres  many  handicapped 
people  are  able  to  take  up  employment  and  to  be  less  dependent  than  was 
fomerly  the  case. 

In  all  forms  of  mental  illness  the  accent  is  much  more  on  domiciliary 
care,  and  the  work  of  the  Mental  Health  Social  Workers  is  a  major  factor  in 
facilitating  this  by  providing  support  and  supervision  in  the  home  environ¬ 
ment.  The  areas  of  these  workers  are  not  co-terminous  with  the  district 
boundaries  but  the  figures  below  give  some  idea  of  the  volume  of  this  work.

Voluntary  Services. 

The  greater  part  of  the  care  which  is  given  to  the  sick,  infirm  and 
elderly  in  their  own  homes  comes  from  relatives  and  friends.  Little  is 
known  of  the  devoted  service  which  is  given  in  this  way.  There  are  many 
voluntary  organisations  which  work  in  this  field,  the  Women’s  Voluntary 
Service  and  Red  Cross  being  national  organisations,  the  Council  for 
Social  Services  on  the  County  level,  down  to  village  organisations, 
churches  and  ether  institutions  which  are  active  in  providing  personal 
services.  Without  the  help  so  freely  and.  generously  given  by  people  of 
public  spirit,  both  individually  or  as  members  of  an  organisation,  the  task 
of  providing  care  in  the  community  for  those  in  need  could  not  be  done. 

This  is  recognised  by  local  and  central  government  authorities,  and  this 
Department  is  grateful  for  the  help  given  in  this  field. 

Meals  on  Wheels, 


This  service  is  operated  by  the  Women’s  Voluntary  Service,  for 
whom  the  Central  Organiser  for  the  Rural  District  is  Mrs.  J.W.  Hugo. 

A  great  deal  of  voluntary  effort  goes  into  providing  this  service  and 
we  are  indeed  grateful  to  Mrs.  Hugo  and.  all  her  helpers  for  the  unstinted 
help  they  give. 

In  order  to  qualify  for  this  service, people  must  be  to  some  extent 
housebound  and  to  have  difficulty  in  providing  for  themselves;  in  the  main 
it  is  applicable  to  the  elderly.  Names  of  persons  who  may  be  thought  suit¬ 
able  for  this  service  should  be  submitted  to  the  appropriate  Welfare 
Officer  (see  Directory  in  this  report),  who  will  try  to  include  them  in  the 
scheme.  A  charge  of  l/6d  per  meal  is  made  and  the  balance  of  the  cost 
(including  in  some  cases  transport  costs)  are  shared  between  County  and 
District  Councils.  Two  meals  per  week  are  served. 

Apart  from  the  nutritional  value  of  a  cooked  meal  served  in  their 
home,  there  is  the  great  social  value  of  having  a  visitor,  and  one  who  can 
see  if  anything  in  the  house  is  amiss  and  warn  the  appropriate  person. 

Providing  such  a  service  in  a  rural  area  is  not  easy;  in  particular, 
it  is  never  easy  to  find,  centres  where  the  meals  can  be  cooked.  In 
Petersfield  we  depend  very  much  upon  certain  school  kitchens  to  provide 
meals,  and  we  are  grateful  to  the  staff  of  Bedales ,  Horndean  and  Liss 
Schools,  and  to  the  Engineers'  Stores  Department  in  Bramshott  Parish,  who 
also  provide  meals  from  their  canteen.  One  difficulty  is  that  school 
kitchens  do  not  normally  function  in  the  holidays;  in  some  areas  W, V8S. 
workers  do  the  cooking  themselves,  in  others  the  service  has  to  be 
suspended.  In  the  parish  of  Rowlands  Castle  this  service  is  provided 
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Meals  on  Wheels /continued 


by  the  W.V.S.  organisation  covering  the  Havant  and  Waterloo  Urban  district, 
and  we  are  grateful  to  them  for  the  work  which  they  do  so  diligently  m 

this  parish. 

Some  parishes  do  not  have  this  service,  either  because  it  has  not 
oroved  possible  to  find  voluntary  workers  in  sufficient  numbers  to  operate 
it  or  because  there  has  so  far  been  no  request  for  it  to  be  started.  If

VITAL  STATISTICS 

It  must  be  remembered  that  rates  must  be  derived  from  a  sufficient 
number  of  observations  to  be  comparable ,  and  that  in  respect  of  this 
district  some  of  the  observations  recorded  in  these  statistics  are  too 
few  in  number  to  be  of  significance. 

Births. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  (430)  was  practically  the  same  as  for 
1964  (486)  but  as  there  was  an  estimated  increase  in  population  of  1,390 
persons,  the  birth  rate  was  slightly  lower.  There  were  far  fewer 
illegitimate  births,  but  illegitimate  births  have  varied  between  and  6% 
of  all  births  over  the  last  five  years. 

The  birth  rate  was  17' 4,  and  this  year  the  district  is  considered  by 
the  Registrar  General  to  have  an  age  and  sex  distribution  similar  to  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole,  so  that  there  is  no  correction  or 
comparability  factor. 

In  these  figures  there  is  nothing  to  cause  concern:  the  birth  rate 
continues  to  remain  high,  and  this  will  shortly  lead  to  increased  numbers 
going  to  school  and,  later,  to  a  demand  for  more  houses.

Cancer  of  all  forms  was  the  largest  single  cause  of  death,  with  cancer  of 
the  lung  the  commonest  type.  This  reflects  the  national  picture.  In  view  of 
the  publicity  attached  to  the  cervical  smear  test  to  detect  pre-cancerous 
changes  in  the  uterus,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  only  two  women  died  of 
this,  whereas  nine  died  of  cancer  of  the  breast.  It  is  our  attitude  to  cancer 
itfhich  is  wrong;  we  are  afraid  of  it,  and  people  who  are  in  fear  often  do 
foolish  things.  The  breast  is  one  of  the  organs  most  easily  examined,  yet 
over  the  country  as  a  whole  nearly  three  times  more  women  die  of  breast  cancer 
each  year  than  die  of  cancer  of  the  uterus.  It  is  fair  to  assume  that  at 
least  half  of  these  women  must  have  been  aware  of  something  wrong  at  a  stage 
when  surgical  or  X-ray  treatment  would  have  been  curative,  but  that  fear  kept 
them  from  seeking  advice  until  the  growth  was  too  advanced. 

That  facilities  are  being  provided  for  the  cervical  smear  test  is 
excellent,  but  we  must  not  fool  ourselves  that  this  will  banish  this  form  of 
cancer.  Each  one  of  us  must  overcome  our  fear  of  this  disease  and  must  seek 
advice  about  symptoms  which  worry  us.  Most  of  these  will  be  nothing  to  do 
with  cancer,  but  where  there  is  suspicion  of  cancer, early  diagnosis  to  allow 
for  early  treatment  produces  an  excellent  chance  of  cure. 

The  increase  in  deaths  due  to  cancer  in  1965  over  those  in  1964  was  18; 
although  this  is  a  sharp  rise,  it  is  not  significant  statistically  speaking. 

Vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  showed  only  a  slight  increase  of 
four  deaths,  as  did  deaths  from  coronary  disease.  These  three  groups  of 
diseases  accounted  for  rather  more  than  half  of  all  deaths.  If  the  age  and 
sex  distribution  is  considered,  it  will  be  seen  that  rather  less  than  one  third 
of  all  cancer  deaths  occurred  in  persons  over  75  years,  whereas  in  deaths  from 
"stroke"  nearly  two  thirds  were  over  this  age.  In  deaths  from  coronary 
disease  almost  half  were  over  75.  This  condition  is  most  common,  irr  men. 
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IMMUNISATION 


During  the  autumn  term  parents  of  children  born  in  195 /  and  I960 
attending  schools  in  the  district  were  advised  by  circular  distributed 
through  the  schools  of  the  advisability  of  having  reinforcing  doses  of 
diphtheria/ tetanus  vaccine.  This  was  done  with  the^ consent  of  local  doctors, 

and  immunisation  clinics  were  arranged  at  each  school  at  which  single 
"booster”  doses  were  given.  Where  more  than  one  dose  was  required,  or  where 
parents  preferred, they  consulted  their  family  doctor,  to  whom  the  relevant  . 
forms  were  sent.  Local  doctors  helped  by  doing  certain  of  the  school  clinics 
in  their  areas.  As  a  result  of  the  help  given  by  school  staffs  doctors  and 
school  nurses, the  programme  was  successfully  completed  early  in  19ou.

Tue  number  of  cases  of  .infectious  disease  notified  is  always  smaller  than 
the  numoer  of  cases  occurring,  but  the  notifications  do  serve  as  an  index  of 
the  incidence  of  infection.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  notifications  of 
intestinal  diseases;  it  is  probable  that  there  were  many  more  cases,  most  of 
whom  did  not  seek  medical  advice,  as  these  illnesses  are  all  too  common 
nowadays.  Nevertheless,  it  is  reasonably  certain  that  there  was  no  serious 
outbreak,  as  had  there  been,  our  attention  would  have  been  drawn  to  it.  This

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INTERNATIONAL  CERTIFICATES  OF  IMMUNISATION 


By  international  agreement,  travellers  arriving  from  countries  declared 
to  be  infected  may  be  required  to  produce  a  valid  international  certificate 
(on  the  prescribed  form)  against  any  of  the  following  diseases. 

Smallpox:  Certificate  valid  for  three  years,  effective  eight  days  after 

successful  primary  vaccination,  immediately  upon  re-vaccination. 

Cholera:  Certificate  valid  for  six  months;  effective  from  date  of  second 

injection  for  primary  immunisation.  Where  reinforcing  dose  given  within 
period  of  efficiency  of  previous  immunisation,  one  dose  only  required 

Both  vaccines  can  be  given  by  general  practitioners,  but  advance  arrange 
ments  should  be  made  so  that  vaccine  can  be  ordered. 

Both  of  these  certificates  require  the  doctor's  signature  to  be  authenti 
cated  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  to  whom  they  should  be  sent  for  this 
purpose. 

Yellow  Fever:  Available  only  at  certain  specified  centres,  of  which 

Southampton  and  London  are  the  nearest. 

Persons  travelling  abroad  are  advised  to  have  in  their  possession  valid 
international,  certificates  of  Smallpox  immunisation.  Cholera  and  Yellow 
Fever  immunisation  is  needed  only  for  travel  to  certain  tropical  countries, 
and  advice  should  be  sought  from  the  carrier. 

Immunisation  against  Typhoid  Fever  is  not  obligatory:  it  is  strongly 
advised,  however,  if  travelling  to  certain  European  and  other  countries 
where  the  incidence  of  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fevers  is  much  greater  than  in 
Britain. 

Finally  leave  plenty  of  time  to  get  all  these  procedures  carried  out  - 
at  least  one  month.

submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1965  on  the  sanitary 
of  the  area  and  the  duties  for  which  I  am  responsible. 


It  is  no  longer  possible  to  forecast  with  any  accuracy  the  probable 
future  use  of  property  being  considered  under  the  demolition  and  closing 
sections  of  the  Housing  Acts. 


At  one  time  the  ratio  between  the  value  of  the  buildings  and  the  cost  of 
necessary  works  was  the  major  issue  in  deciding  whether  or  not  houses  should 
be  recovered,  but  today  the  potential  land  use  seems  to  be  a  much  more 
important  factor.  This  state  of  affairs  has  helped  to  clear  away  much  of 
the  "rubbish"  but,  unfortunately,  may  result  in  the  demolition  of  many  old 
character  houses  which  would  formerly  have  been  modernised  with  or  without 
grant  aid. 

The  provision  of  adequate  wholesome  water  supplies  and  main  drainage  in 
any  locality  results  in  a  rapid  improvement  in  housing  standards,  but  it 
does  seem  so  often  that  a  concurrent  trend  is  the  movement  of  village  tenants 
nearer  the  towns  and  the  virtual  resettlement  of  village  properties  by  owner/ 
occupier  improvers. 


Food  mis-handling  continues  to  give  rise  to  too  many  complaints.  For 
years  we  have  been  told  that  one  of  our  strongest  weapons  is  education,  but 
it  is  frustrating  to  find,  as  time  goes  by  and  staff  changes  take  place,  how 
quickly  the  standard  reverts  and  there  is  a  repetition  of  the  same  old  basic 
faults  which,  while  not  in  themselves  breaches  of  the  law,  can  too  often 
give  rise  to  bigger  problems. 


Close  co-operation  with  the  County  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  is  necessary 
and  I  am  grateful  to  the  Chief  Inspector  of  Weights  and  Measures  in  this 
respect. 

Duties  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960, 
continued  to  take  up  much  time,  I  feel  there  must  be  some  amendment  in  the 
lav;  if  the  original  intentions  are  to  be  made  to  work.

Routine  work  under  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963, 
continued.  The  Naval  Students  then  in  the  department  were  a  great  help 
in  getting  the  original  survey  carried  out.  Much  remains  to  be  done  but  we 
now  know  the  extent  of  the  "job". 

Between  January  and  May,  1965,  all  remaining  staff  in  the  department 
left  Petersfield  and,  with  one  exception,  were  replaced  with  staff  new  to  the 
district. 

I  am  indeed  grateful  for  all  they  did  to  help  through  what  was  of 
necessity  a  very  difficult  period. 

Quite  apart  from  difficulties  of  continuity,  there  was  a  marked  build  up 
in  outstanding  work  due  to  the  time  lag  between  staff  leaving  and  their 
replacements  taking  up  duties. 

As  a  result  there  was,  among  other  things,  a  marked  decline  in  the  number 
of  unfit  properties  dealt  with  under  the  Housing  Acts.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water: 

Supplies  from  all  sources  proved  adequate  during  the  year  and  there  was 
no  shortage  of  main  water. 

The  Water  Undertakers  of  the  Rural  District  are:- 

(a)  Portsmouth  Water  Company.  26  Commercial  Road.  Portsmouth: 

This  Company  supplies  the  parishes  of  Clanfield,  Horndean  and 
Rowlands  Castle. 

(b)  Wey  Valley  'Water  Company,  Farnham,  Surrey. 

This  Company  now  supplies  the  remaining  parishes. 

Out  of  8,495  dwellings,  the  following  are  the  only  ones  which  do  not  have 
a  Company’s  main  supply  tap  indoors.

Six  other  dwellings  have  unsatisfactory  supplies,  but  these  are  the 
subject  of  formal  housing  action  which  will  ensure  that  they  are  dealt  with 
before  the  houses  are  re-occupied. 

The  following  table  shows  the  domestic  water  supplies  in  the  various 
parishes.  Remoteness  accounts  largely  for  the  comparatively  few  houses  not 
yet  served  by  a  main. 
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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal: 


Work  on  the  scheme  for  the  village  of  Clanfield  and  outlying  districts  of 
Horndean  was  commenced  in  July,  1965.  When  work  is  complete  all  built-up 
areas  south  of  the  Downs  will  be  sewered  with  the  exception  of  Chalton  and 
Finchdean. 

Work  was  commenced  on  a  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  effluent  of  the 
Rowlands  Castle  Sewage  Disposal  Works . 


Rivers  and  Streams: 

The  main  rivers  and  streams  are  as  follows 

(1)  The  River  Wey,  which  passes  through  Bramshott  Parish 
and  collects  the  discharge  of  water  from  Waggoners 
Wells . 

(2)  The  River  Rot her,  which  passes  through  the  Parish  of 
Hawkley,  forms  part  of  the  boundary  between  Greatham 
and  Hawkley,  and  then  passes  through  the  Parish  of 
Liss, 

(3)  The  River  Meon,  which  flows  through  the  Parish  of 
East  Meon,  and  passes  into  Droxford  Rural  District 
at  West  Meon. 

The  district  resolves  itself  into  three  separate  drainage  areas :- 

(a)  Sussex  River  Authority  Area. 

(b)  Thames  above  Teddington  Area. 

(c)  Hampshire  River  Authority  Area. 


Rainfall : 

Captain  A.F.  Coryton,  the  Petersfield  Urban  District  Council,  the  Chief 
Engineer  of  the  West  Sussex  River  Board  and  the  Engineer  of  the  Portsmouth 
Water  Company  have  all  been  good  enough  to  let  me  have  the  rainfall  figures 
for  1965,  which  are  set  out  in  the  following  table. 

The  average  rainfall  figure  for  Greatham  over  the  last  ten  years  was 
34*35  inches.

Public  Cleansing: 

The  Council  has  repeatedly  declared  its  policy  of  assisting  householders 
by  the  removal  of  discarded  bulky  articles  which  are  too  big  to  go  into 
refuse  bins.  In  spite  of  this,  roadside  verges  and  copse  and  woodland  were 

frequently  littered  with  such  rubbish  and  quick  co-operation  was  necessary 
from  the  Surveyor  to  prevent  the  establishment  of  dumps. 

From  time  to  time  there  were  complaints  of  fouling  of  roadside  land  by 
road  users  and  this  is  likely  to  continue  until  they  can  find  adequate 
sanitary  conveniences.  The  provision  of  accommodation  at  Horndean  and 
Liphook  should  help  considerably  and  notices  at  approaches  to  Petersfield 
signposting  the  nearest  conveniences  should  also  lead  to  an  improvement. 

A  roadside  collection  of  house  refuse  is  carried  out  in  localities 
defined  on  maps  approved  by  the  Council.  The  collection  days  are  as

Licences  have  also  been  issued  in  respect  of  individual  caravans.  These 
are  valid  for  periods  which  coincide  with  planning  permissions. 

The  Council  has  approved  a  standard  list  of  conditions  which  are  applied 
with  due  regard  to  the  particular  circumstances  of  each  case,  including  the 
physical  character  of  the  site,  any  services  or  facilities  that  may  already  be 
available  within  convenient  reach  and  other  local  conditions.  Regard  was  had 
to  the  model  standards  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government 
when  these  conditions  were  drafted. 
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Caravan  Sites/continued 


The  Act  also  provides  for  certification  of  sites  by  such  organisations  as 
"The  Caravan  Club"  and  these  are  exempt  from  planning  or  licensing  control 
subject  to  a  code  agreed  with  the  Minister. 

For  several  years  the  Council  have  been  trying  to  acquire  and  lay-out 
land  for  caravan  sites,  so  far  without  success.  Not  only  is  suitable  land 
difficult  to  acquire,  but  the  cost  of  development  for  a  limited  period  has 
tended  to  make  economic  rents  rather  high. 

In  recent  years  new  caravans  with  modern  amenities  have  ousted  many 
inferior  and  out  of  date  vans  from  both  holiday  and  residential  sites. 

The  discarded  vans  frequently  re-appear  elsewhere  as  backyard  caravans 
for  which  no  approval  is  required  until  they  are  used  for  a  purpose  not 
exempted  by  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960.  It  is 
quite  immpossible  to  keep  a  check  on  the  siting  of  such  vans  or  whether  thev 
fall  within  the  list  of  exemptions. 

Moveable  Dwellings : 

Some  moveable  dwellings  do  not  fall  within  the  definition  of  "Caravan" 
in  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960.  These  continue 
to  be  subject  to  licensing  control  under  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936o 

There  has  been  a  marked  reduction  in  the  numbers  over  the  last  ten  years 
and  only  seven  such  dwellings  are  now  licensed. 

Hop  Pickers  *  Accommodation: 

All  local  hop  picking  was  carried  out  by  machines.  Some  hop  pickers 
huts  were  in  use,  but  no  problems  arose. 

Rural  Schools: 

Occasional  visits  were  made  to  schools  in  the  district  in  connection  with 
sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities  and  food  preparation. 

Insect  Infestation: 

Routine  mosquito  control  was  carried  out  during  the  "invasion"  seasons. 

A  number  of  complaints  received  during  the  year  were  dealt  with  but  there  were 
no  major  infestations. 

There  was  a  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  of  other 
domestic  insects,  frequently  in  new  houses,  and  we  assisted  with  identific¬ 
ation  and  disinfestation  where  possible. 


Houses  suspected  of  being  verminous  are  fumigated.  Particular 

attention  is  paid  to  cases  where  occupants  are  to  be  moved  to  Council 
ac  c  ommodat ion . 
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Insect  Infestation/continued 

Wasps  gave  rise  to  rather  more  complaints  then  usual  and  we  helped  where 
possible  when  the  infestation  amounted  to  a  nuisance. 

Fly  Control: 

In  recent  years  there  has  been  a  decline  in  the  number  of  complaints  of 
fly  infestation.  Whether  this  has  resulted  from  a  reduction  of  suitable 
breeding  places  or -improved  methods  of  control  I  cannot  say. 

One  species,  however,  which  continues  to  give  rise  to  complaints  is  the 
Cluster  fly.  These  hibernate  in  roofs  and  only  appear  when  temperatures 
rise  rather  suddenly  when  they  appear  in  such  numbers  as  to  cause  annoyance. 
A  night  drop  in  temperature  frequently  drives  them  into  occupied  rooms. 

There  seems  to  be  a  history  of  re-infestation  of  the  same  sites  year  after 

year.

Housing  Conditions. 

It  is  now  twenty  years  since  the  rural  housing  survey  was  completed 
and  many  of  the  Category  5  houses  have  disappeared  or  have  been  modernised 
and  are  now  in  Category  1 . 

A  few  of  the  original  demolition  type  properties  still  remain  to  be 
dealt  with  and  most  of  these  await  the  provision  of  main  drainage. 

However,  a  great  many  houses  not  previously  classed  as  "demolition 
type"  have  not  been  well  maintained  through  the  years  and,  unfortunately 
have  not  attracted  improvement  grants ,  and  these  are  now  coming  more  and 
more  to  our  attention. 

Many  of  the  houses  in  respect  of  which  action  is  taken  are  referred  to 
the  Department  by  the  Housing' Committee . 

No  opportunity  was  lost  in  dealing  with  demolition  type  properties  in 
the  area  if  they  became  vacant  and  provided  us  with  an  opportunity  for 
demolition  proceedings  without  the  necessity  of  expensive  rehousing. 

Successful  progress  in  the  Housing  field  is  entirely  dependent  upon  close 
co-operation,  particularly  with  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor’s  Department,  and 
this  has  been  readily  forthcoming.

The  following  grants  were  available  in  1965:- 

1.  Discretionary  Grant:  Subject  to  certain  conditions,  half  the  estimated 

cost  of  improvements  can  be  paid  at  the  discretion  of  the  local  Council, 
subject  to  a  maximum  of  £400,  These  grants  were  available  also  for  the 
conversion  of  houses  into  flats.  The  policy,  where  there  are  existing 
amenities,  is  not  to  give  discretionary  grants  for  the  elimination  of 
structural  defects  only.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Food  Hygiene. 

There  was  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  food  shops  inspected,  but  special 
attention  was  given  to  food  storage  and  preparation  when  visits  were  made  to 
food  premises  in  connection  with  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act. 

Many  foodsnops  in  the  district  have  had  major  improvements  carried  out 
in  recent  years.  This  has  frequently  involved  reconstruction  and  new 
internal  design,  prompted  by  new  selling  methods,  and  this  fact  linked  with 
the  availability  of  modern,  easily  cleaned  materials,  has  led  to  a  super¬ 
ficially  improved  appearance. 

however,  there  is  not  always  an  understanding  of  the  problems  created  by 
modern  display  methods  and  the  employment  of  food  sale  assistants  is  not 
limited  to  those  having  any  particular  knowledge  of  the  trade. 

Once  again  it  was  necessary  to  dra w  traders’  attention  to  rotation  of 
stock  with  special  attention  to  the  quickly  perishable  foods  such  as  pies  and 
sausages,  but  also  to  goods  with  a  longer  shelf  life,  such  as  sponges. 
Frequently  staff  new  to  the  trade  seem  to  be  responsible  for  shelf  replace¬ 
ments  without  any  guidance  from  the  management,  while  in  other  cases 
delivery  men  themselves  seem  to  stock  the  shelves  with  goods  straight  from 
the  van  without  any  interest  being  shown  by  the  shopkeeper. 

Again,  during  "rush  shopping  hours"  there  seems,  in  many  cases,  to  be 
little  supervision  of  stocks  in  deep  freeze  or  any  great  attention  paid  to 
loading  lines , 

Milk  Supply. 

There  are  twelve  licensed  dealers  on  this  Council’s  register.

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  was  no  complaint  about  the  meat  shops  in  the  area.  In  general 
meat  was  of  good  quality  and  well  handled. 

As  from  the  1st  April,  1961,  only  one  slaughterhouse  was  retained  in  this 
district.  This  followed  the  introduction  of  new  Regulations  in  connection 
with  construction  and  equipment  to  secure  humane  slaughter  and  hygienic 
conditions.  Supervision  and  inspection  at  Poultry  Packing  Stations  is  likely 


Meat  and  Other  Foods/continued 

to  add  considerably  to  the  demand  on  Inspectors'  time. 

Section  16  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  provides  for  the  registration 
of  all  premises  used  for:- 

(a)  The  sale,  or  manufacture  for  the  purposes  of  sale,  of  ice  cream, 
or  the  storage  of  ice  cream  intended  for  sale,  or 

(b)  The  preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages  or  potted,  pressed, 
pickled  or  preserved  food  intended  for  sale. 

There  are  seventy-nine  premises  in  this  district  currently  registered 
and  selling  ice  cream  and  fourteen  premises  are  registered  for  the  preserv¬ 
ation  of  food.

Adulterations : 

Tne  Hampshire  County  Council  is  the  Food  and  Drugs  Authority  and  is 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  sections  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
^955*  which  place  restrictions  on  the  addition  to,  or  abstraction  of  sub¬ 
stances  from,  food  and  drugs. 

I  am  indeoted  to  Mr,  J.S.  Preston,  Chief  Inspector  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  for  the  following  information  on  samples  taken  in  the  district 
during  the  year:- 

'■  1.  I  beg  to  report  that  during  the  year  ended  the  31st  March,  1966,  1 62 
samples  were  obtained  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  1953,  within  the 
Petersfield  Rural.  District. 

2.  Milk  Samples . 


One  hundred  and  forty  three  samples  of  milk,  including  51  of  Channel 
islands,  were  procured,  eight  being  the  subject  of  minor  complaint. 


Seven  of  the  samples  were  found  to  be  slightly  deficient  in  fat  but  they 
related  to  individual  churns  of  raw  milk  which  were  included  in  larger 
consignments  and,  in  each  case,  the  average  fat  content  of  the  whole  consign¬ 
ment.  was  satisfactory.  In  the  circumstances,  no  question  of  offences  arose 
a°,  each  case,  the  milk  was  being  consigned  to  a  wholesale  dairy  where  it 
was  mixed  together  on  arrival. 

One  sample  —  again  of  raw  milk  —  showed  traces  of  antibiotics .  but  not 
more  than  0*05  international  units  per  millilitre.  The  matter  was  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  producer  and  a  further  subsequent  check  showed  the  milk 
to  be  completely  free  of  contamination.

Apart  from  these  rather  minor  matters,  none  of  the  samples  of  milk  within 
the  District  showed  evidence  of  adulteration  or  substandard  quality. 

3-  Mis  cellaneous  Samples . 

Nineteen  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  obtained,  one  complaint 
only  being  necessary.  This  concerned  slight  mould  contamination  of  a 
chocolate  cake,  the  cake  having  apparently  been  retained  beyond  its  normal 
shelf  life.  Investigations  were  made  but  it  was  not  altogether  clear  as  to 
whether  the  fault  lay  with  the  retail  shop-keeper  or  if  the  cake  had  been 
received  from  the  manufacturer  in  a  stale  condition.  The  matter  was  taken  up 
with  both  parties,  against  whom  there  had  not  been  any  complaint  previously, 
and  in  the  circumstances  a  warning  was  issued. 

A,  General . 

The  usual  attention  was  given  to  the  requirements  of  the  Labelling  of 
Food  Order  and  the  Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act  in  connection  with  their  appli¬ 
cation  to  the  labelling  and  descriptions  of  food  and  drugs.  No  matters 
calling  for  special  comment  occurred  within  the  District." 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Rodent  control  in  the  area  is  carried  out  by  Council  staff,  by  private 
servicing  companies  and  by  local  rat  catchers. 

For  some  years  now  the  Council’s  service  has  been  free  to  both  domestic 
and  business  premises.  Wholehearted  co-operation  by  the  public  during  this 
period  has  resulted  in  the  elimination  of  "black  spots"  in  the  District,  but 
during  1965  there  was  widespread  infestation  which  was  very  heavy  towards  the 
end  of  the  year. 

The  Council’s  rodent  operators  continued  to  give  good  service  and  again, 
chiefly  as  a  result  of  their  tactful  approach,  it  was  necessary  to  serve  only 
one  statutory  notice  during  the  year  under  the  Prevention  of  Carnage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949. 

In  general,  control  measures  during  the  year  were  satisfactory.  Only 
two  complaints  were  made  in  respect  of  treatments .  These  were  due  to  a  lack 
of  understanding  about  the  type  of  poison  used. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  inspections  and  treatments  for  the 

year  1965  .  N.3.  Local  Authority’s  properties.  Council  houses  are 

included  under  dwelling  houses.  Premises  occupied  in  connection  with  the 
Council’s  undertakings  are  included  under  this  heading. 

Combined  dwelling  and  business  premises  occupied  by  the  same  person  are 
included  under  business  premises. 

Farms,  smallholdings,  poultry  farms  and  other  premises  devoted  to 
commercial  agriculture  or  horticulture  are  included  under  agricultural 
property  and  not  under  business  premises. 

Unclassified  property:  properties  which  do  not  appropriately  fall 

under  other  classifications  are  included  under  business  premises.

Degree  of  infestation:  "major"  includes  only  properties  with  an 

estimated  rat  population  exceeding  twenty  rats. 

Treatment  means  a  complete  operation  for  the  destruction  of  rats  or  mice 
in  the  property.
